Fxecutive Session Excuses 


For a moment, let’s look at this executive session, So 


as to keep the record straight. From talking to other mem- 
bers of the Committee after the session, it became appar- 
ent that all of them were not aware that one would be 
called. But they didn’t want to question their chairman 
about it, feeling that he probably knew of something 
coming up which might better be discussed in private. The 
chairman had stated, as reasons for calling the private 
meeting, that the budget and some personnel matters would 
be debated. He was reminded that members of the press, 
agreeing not to publish very tentative budget figures, have 


sat through budget discussions many times in order to be 


fully aware of the Committee’s thinking. 

Usually Boards and Committees here like to have the 
newspapers remain fully aware of the thinking behind their 
actions, so they can be adequately reported to the voters. 

But on this occasion, the School Committee chairman 
also said that personnel matters would be discussed, in- 
sisting along the way that the Committee should discuss 
its budget in private. 

We found later that the main topic of discussion was the 
salary schedule, which was adopteu. 

This was not a personnel matter, relating to any speci- 
fic teacher or person employed by the schools; nor was it 
a purely budgetary matter. It was something the Committee 
itself believed should be published — but without the 
reasons for the action. 

The Schedule Itself 

As far as the new salary schedule is concerned, we feel 
that the minimum of $3800 and maximum of 6000 are 
certainly adequate. There should be no problem in attract- 
ing new teachers under this program. 

The provision that all extra duties, such as coaching, 
guiding an extra-curricula group and the like, be ac- 
complished without additional payments is also practical. 
For actually extra pay for some of these jobs was granted 
more as a means to keep men teachers satisfied than any- 
thing else. They should be satisfied, under the new sche- 


dule, without extra pay for these duties. 


In a year, the salary committee will also come up with 
recommendations for merit increments. How this will be 


done is not yet known. But right now we feel that any 


proposals for additional money should be stzictly accord 


ing to ‘‘merit’’ and should not be based on any other fac 


tor. This problem, though, is many months away. Righ

They may be 
used to produce water for domes- 
tic use if the flow is reduced 
somewhat from the volume for in- 
dustrial These particular 
beds have a capacity of more than 
6,000,000 gallons per day for in- 
dustrial use and just about 4,- 
000,000 per day for domesticuse. 

“In addition to the filtering, it 
is necessary to reduce the 
mineral content, the coloration 
and the bacterial count.

000 gallons per day. Furthermore, 
I believe that arrangements could 
be made with the mill people up- 
Stream to release additional flow 
as severe emergencies might ne- 
cessitate.

““As to the second question, | 
do not know all the ramifications

water rights) but I do know that,
